Washington — (JP)— (CPA) — Al- 


though government officials are still 
loath to make predictions publicly 
about the future of American busi- 
ness, the most significant thing that 
has happened this week has been 
their readiness to talk privately and 
not for quotation about the possi- 
bilities of an upward swing before 
he end of the summer. 


There is a. great deal more confi- 


lence now that better times are coni- 
ng than there was a month ago and 
it is difficult to explain just why 
in the face of recent stock market 
aeclines officials are beginning to 
talk so convincingly about an upturn 
in business. 


Perhaps the reason is that an ex- 


imination of all the data available 
lere reveals a much more powerful 
-esistance to price declines than any- 
oody imagined would be the case 
a.nd perhaps it is due to a feeling 
that the security markets reflect 
-hings that have happened already 
nstead of future trends. 


The news of the week ending last 


Saturday was not at all encourag- 
ng, the figures disclosing less than 
seasonal operations in most of the 
jasic industries. There has been a 
slackening for instance in automo- 
bile production but the drop for last 
veek was slightly lesa than season- 
il.

CARLSON SENTENCED 


TO ELECTRIC CHA 


Trial Sets Record for Chi- 


cago Justice — Prisoner 
Unmoved by Fate 


Chicago—(XP)— Twenty-nine days 


after slaying Traffic Officer Anthony 
Ruthy 
in crowded 
Michigan-ave, 


Carl Carlson, alias Frank 
Jordan, 


Rock Island, III., -was found guilty 
last night and sentenced to die in the 
electric chair. 


Carlson, who also fatally -wounded 


Policeman Patrick Durkm, grinned 
when the jury returned its verdict. 
He -was still grinning as he was led 
out of. the courtroom. 


The conviction was 
celieved by 


court authorities to establish an all- 
time record for Chicago justice. They 
said that in no other case wnere an 
accused slayer offered a defense had 
a conviction followed so quickly on 
the hqels of the crime. 


The jurors, who were given the 


case shortly after the defense waived 
its chance of final arguments, took 
little more than two hours to return 
the verdict. They agreed on the guil- 
ty verdict from the beginning, but 
took three ballots before deciding- to 
recommended the electric chair. 


The. defense based its case on tes- 


timony that the prisoner who subse- 
quently confessed to several 
bank 


robberies. Did not know he was be- 
ing arrested when he fired on the of- 
ficers. He said he thought he was be- 
ing robbed.

HELD IN AX MURDER

ish in Attempt to Fly to 


Indianapolis Races 


Madison — M3)—Lawrence Pisch 


nick, 39, pilot, and two passengers 
identified by police as Edward "Tlaf 
tree, 26, and Edwin Breiby, 16, Mad- 
ison, were killed at the Madison air 
port early today when their 
plane 


crashed in an attempted landing. 


Fischnick and 
his companion 


took off from the airport with the in- 
tention of flying to Indianapolis to 
attend the automobile races. It was 
shortly after 4 o'clock a. m. and a 
heavy fog hung over the field. 


After rising several hundred feet 


witnesses said, Fischnick apparently 
decided to return to the airport and 
await more favoiable flying condi 
tions. The 
plane circled the field 


once and had started around again 
when it nosed down sharply from an 
altitude of about 100 feet, striking 
the ground and bursting into flame 


Merle Buck, chief pilot 
at the 


Madison airport, said the plane was, 
moving between 90 and 100 miles an 
hour when the crash came. 
There 


was no explosion, he said, but rescu- 
ers had difficulty in removing the 
bodies from the wreckage. Positive 
identification was delayed because 
all were badly burned. 


Fischnick, a local garage man and 


transport pilot with four years fly- 
ing experience, was the owner of the 
single motor biplane. 
He was mar- 


ried and is also survived by his fa- 
ther, Joseph, a brother, 
Bernard, 


and two sisters, Mary and Mrs. Ed 
Durkin, all of Madison. 


Breiby, a sophomore at East Side 


high school and the son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Lars Breiby,

Mammoth Hot Springs and the Nor- 
ris 'Geyser basin. Illuminated by the 
.sun, this sheer cliff has a glistening 
mirror surface, and it is transparent 
in its peculiar substance. 


The cliff was discovered by James 


"Jim" Bridger, friend of Buffalo Bill 
Cody, and celebrated hunter, trader 
and guide, whose name and career 
aro part of the pioneer history of 
-the west. Jim Bridger was thorough- 
ly familiar with the Yellowstone re- 
gidhi his personal knowledge dating 
back as far as 1S30. Among the fa- 
mous collection of "Bridger Stories" 
is one regarding the discovery of 
Obsidian cliff, found' in a book on 
the Yellowstone region by General 
Hiram M. Chittenden.

miles north of Antigo. Their catch

course, I have had reports of larger 
individual specimens being taken. 


The country xip around Long lake 


and Tipler is good for trout and 
many good catches are being tak- 
en there so far this season. The wa- 
ter is low and the fish are down- 
stream in the holes. 


Oh yes, speaking of wall-eyes, I 


just heard from a party of anglers 
who were xip on Gunlock lake, in 
Vilas-co, on the Lac du Flambeau 
reservation. 
They report the wall- 


eyes are very plentiful, and they 
caught the limit every time 
they 


went out. That Is a wonderful lake. 
It is connected with Shishebogama 
and a half dozen others just as good. 
And. there are muskies in Gunlock, 
too. 
So when you are angling for 


wall-eyes, it 19 well to use a fairly 
good line, one of perhaps twenty- 
pounds test, 
because 
you 
never 


know when one of the tigers of the 
fresh water wilf 
come along and 


cause you some serious trouble. 


Owing to my broadcasting con- 


tract with the Columbia chain at 
Chicago and St. Louis, I have not 
as yet been able to get up into the 
north country, but will be all set to 
go after June 8. I intend to verify 
some of the reports of the wonder- 
ful fishing that have come to me 
lecently. And I shall give the mus- 
kies of the Flambeau river country 
a whirl. 
There are thousands of 


these scrappers In the waters of the 
Flambeau Indian reservation, and I 
have received a dozen or more pic- 
tures of catches 
made there this

The senate disposed of two major 


tax proposals via the indefinite post- 
ponement route, the assembly ap- 
proved a bill for strict regulation of 
public utilities and engrossed a util 
ity tax measure, a joint committee 
recommended the administration in- 
come tax bill, for passage, and the 
governor took a hand in the week's 
accomplishments by singing 
the 


Milwaukee vocational school's per- 
manent tenure bill. 
' 


The Hitt bill for taxing dividends 


was not 
accorded 
the 
slightest 


chance in. the senate. Through sim- 
ilarity to the Rush bill, killed two 
weeks ago in one of the outstanding 
administration defeats of the present 
session, its failure was a certainty 
before it reached the floor. 


The assembly committee bill lor 


repeal of the reciprocity feature of- 
the inheritance tax law fell by the 
wayside in much the same manner 
as other measures on this subject 
had been previously rejected. 


The lower /house unanimously ap- 


proved the Duncan utility regulation 
bill which had passed the senate by 
a commanding majority. Under this 
measure the state railroad commis- 
sion becomes the 
"public 
service 


.commission." The original draft car- 
ried extremely strict regulatory pro- 
visions, but amendments were added 
in effecting a compromise between 
private utility interests and propon- 
ents of the measure. 


Utilities would pay the cost of 


investigations by the public service 
commission; railroad, bus and secur- 
ities regulation would be paid for 
by the state; the commission is given 
jurisdiction over contracts between 
Wisconsin utilities and outside hold- 
ing companies, the bill provides. 


The Groves bill for taxing public 


utilities at the average rate of the 
district in which they operate was 
engrossed by the assembly without 
debate. John B. Chappie, editor of 
the Ashland Press, first came to 
Madison this session in opposition to 
the proposal. He defended the pres- 
ent average state rate basis before 
the assembly committee on taxation, 
with having "gagged" him. 


The amended Groves income tax 


bill, raising more than $3,000,000 
through a surtax, received a fa- 
vorable recommendation from 'the 
joint committee on 
finance. 
Last 


week this measure, which originally 
was 
designed 
to 
raise 
$800,000 


through boosting income taxes on 
yearly salaries of ?4,000 or more, 
was amended to- repeal the "three- 
year average" basis, used for deter- 
mination of income taxes tinder the 
present law, and to provide for a 
surtax on incomes over $5,000. 


Teachers will serve a three-year 


probationary period after which they 
cannot be removed without cause 
certified in writing, the Milwau- 
kee vocational school bill, signed by 
Gov. 
LaFollette, provides. The bill 


was designed to discourage a "dicta- 
torship" purported to have existed in 
the Milwaukee school. 


Legislative reapportionnient com- 


mittees, appointed during the week, 
indicate Progressive control. Sixteen 
members of both senate and assem- 
bly committees comprise six Progres- 
sives and four Conservatives, with 
the remaining places scattered. Five 
of the latter group, however, are 
expected to side with the administra- 
tion.

ARMY AIR MANEUVERS 


Much criticism has been offered by 


pacifists against the recent maneuvers 


'( of the Army Air corps. It is argued 


that in this period of approaching dis- 
armament conferences and presiden- 
tial proclamations against arms, it was 


; not fitting that there should be a dis- 
\play of-military strength which could 
•^only serve to arouse other nations to 


competitive efforts. ' Pacifists think 
we should set an exemplary example 
in the ways of peace by disarming and 
then trust to divine providence that 
others will do the same. 


Be that as it may, this was the first 


aircraft division operated in maneu- 
vers as a single unit. The recent as- 
sembly of 672 planes was only the 
nucleus of a. full sized war division, 
which would include 2,238 planes. 


Frictionless concentration from wide- 


ly scattered airdromes and synchron- 
ization in operation of observation, 
bombing, pursuit and attack planes in 
such large numbers had never before 
been attempted. It was high time \ve 
should find out what practical results 
would develop from the theoretical 
problems of the classroom. 


Military aircraft is becoming a fac- 


tor of prime importance in tactics of 
offense and defense. Regardless of 
pacifist propaganda, any nation weak 
in military aviation might invite ag- 
gression. While hoping that the need 
may never arise for their actual use in 
combat, an efficient air service as a 
first line of defense can never be 
equalled by prayers for divine assis- 
tance when the enemy is kicking in the 
front door. 


A display of the strong and virile 


arm of our aviation service, backed by 
the powerful resources of this country 
but tempered with its known insistence 
upon treating all justly, is a substan- 
tial and effective argument for disarm- 
ament and peace in a world that is 
now sick and ill at ease. 


1930 GASOLINE TAX 


The gasoline tax now covers our 


land, every one of the states having 
adopted it. 


The total yield for 1930 has been 


published and shows that motorists 
paid $494,683,410 for the privilege, if 
not of burning up the road, at least 
warming it in spots. 


.Nor did the depression have any ef- 


fect upon the desire or the ^necessity 
of people driving cars. Perhaps had 
men been more busy they would have 
ridden less. At any rate gasoline con- 
sumption rose from 538 gallons per ve- 
hicle in 1929 to 556 gallons in 1930. 
Railroads will not get any pleasure out 
of those figures. 


The rate of tax varies from two to 


six cents a gallon with the average at 
about three and one-half cents. 


Although oil companies are taking 


up the cudgel against the further rise 
of gasoline taxes because of the belief 
that it will curtail the use of their 
product, we have a long ways to go yet 
before we strike the new British rate 
of twelve cents .a gallon. 


While a majority of the states have 


allocated gasoline taxes to the upbuild- 
ing of their road systems others have 
diverted large funds for special pur- 
poses, Mississippi to construct sea 
walls and Maryland for the conserva- 
tion of its oyster beds. 


A man may pay this tax willingly 


enough because it is extracted from 
him in relatively small bits but if he 
were required to pay it in ond sum a 
great lament would cover the land.

FATHERS TO SONS 


"The man who knows is the man who grows."

R. Perry Shorts, a Saginaw banker, on "Ameri- 
can Manhood" at Flint, Mich., the occasion being 
a fathers and sons banquet on Lincoln's birth- 
day. 


We have read this address with the purpose of 


reviewing it, but find it baffling. There are twen- 
ty-nine paragraphs in it each worthy of a 600- 
word editorial discussion. When Mr. Shorts gets 
going on a important subject he travels in seven- 
league boots, which cover pregnant subjects of 
huge Importance. Among those used by him in 
his address are our country, reputation, law, 
honesty, thrift, brains, earnings, new ideas, edu- 
cation (home-made and school-made), work, am- 
bitions, business, distinction, obstacles, character 
(as "brewed at home"), and citizenship. 


For 
example we quote one paragraph on 
thrift: 


"American Manhood is a manhood of thrift. 


Hard work is of course necessary, but it is use- 
less unless we save. If you can't save money, 
you might just as well quit right here—for you 
haven't a chance for success. Every fortune you 
see Is proof positive that somebody worked and 
saved. Tho will to save is an invaluable asset In 
these days of extravagance—because it is so rare. 
Every time we get some money, we say to our- 
selves: 'Shall I now buy that luxury I want, or 
shall I buy more capital?' Success or failure de- 
pends upon what we buy with our money. The 
thoughtful man figures that a luxury that costs 
$100 today, actually costs In addition 6 per cent 
interest on that money (or $6 a year) all the rest 
of 
his life. At 6 per cent compound interest, 


money doubles every twelve years—so you see 
that every time you spend $11 foolishly you not 
only lose the- original hundred, but also an addi- 
tional ?100 every twelve years all the rest of your 
life. That is why intelligent people are seldom 
spendthrifts. These facts also show that the time 
to save money is while you arc young. $1,000 
saved at the age of 24, is as good as $2,000 saved 
at 36, or as S-1,000 at 48. The first Sl.OOO will 
have -grown to $8,000 by the time you are 60, 
without adding one penny to it, 


That tolls uvcry young man a valuable truth. 


There aro young men who inherit $12,000 at 24. 
Ptit out at 6 per cent compound interest it will 
grow to $96,000 by tho tlmo they are 60. That 
sum will yield an annual income of $5,760 to be 
enjoyed for the rest of their lives. Is that not 
better than to spend the inheritance for tran- 
sient pleasures.?—Chicago Journal of Commerce,

War Are Still Alive; Memorial Day Means Much To This Group

Washington — Six feeble old la- 


dies, smiling through eyes dimmed 
by age and memories, link modern 
America with the war for independ- 
ence. They are daughters of Revolu- 
tionary army soldiers, who fought 
for the flag in the stirring days of 
1776. 


Their fathers were at Bunker Hill, 
at Valley Forge, at King's Moun- 
tain. One was a drummer boy, beat- 
Ing a stirring rat-tat-tat for Gen- 
eral Washington's weary-legged and 
ragged men who struggled on—to 
victory. Another carried water to 
dying soldiers. Others bore the hard- 
ships of the march and of the camps. 


And these six women, sole surviv- 


ors of what was once an impressive 
group, bear on their thin shoulders 
the heritage of being daughters of 
brave patriots who helped In chang- 
ing America from a promise to real- 
ity. It is their destiny to live more 
than 150 years later. 


Strangely, yet appropriately, they 


represent the north and the south 
and the mid-west—all of the'country 
that was settled when Washington 
became our first president and Amer- 
ican democracy became a fact.
